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16. THROUGHOUT VISIT, DISCUSSIONS WERE SUBSTANTIVE AND 
BENEFICIAL TO BOTH SIDES. MAIN GERMAN INTEREST APPEARS 
TO LIE IN COOPERATION IN COAL LIQUEFACTION. GERMANS 
ALSO INTERESTED IN SUPPORTING IEA ACTIVITIES AND IN
